Sailing Jeffersons Win Race 


The boat “Via Mariah” set 
sail and won its first trans¬ 
ocean race last month with a 
Sierra Madrean in charge. 

Carson and Katie Jeffer¬ 
son raced their 38-foot ketch 
starting in San Ehego June 21, 
the first day of summer, and 
arrived in Maui 19 days later 
among the 14 boats that 
started and finished. 

This is the first long race 
Jefferson, a former Sierra

participated in and he won it 
on corrected time since some 
boats were much larger than 
his ketch. He also won second 
prize in his class for boats 
under 40 feet. 

The race was sponsored by 


the Lahaina (Maui, Hawaii) 
Yacht Club, and Jefferson 
participated as a member of 
the Ancient Mariner s Sailing 
Society in San Diego. 

They make their home on 
the boat which has a name 
meaning “by the wind.”

He was active in local 
sports, attended Sierra Ma¬ 
dre and Sierra Mesa Schools, 
graduated from PHS, PCC 
and a college in Orange 
County.

Club in South Africa. 

The sailing Jeffersons have 
a path worn to Catalina and 
hope to sail around the world 
in the near future. They are 
returning from the race in 
Hawaii via Canada and other 
points in North America. 

Peggy Jefferson surprised 
the contest winners by flying 
to the Hawaiian island in 
time to greet them as they 
sailed into the harbor, placing 
leis on their necks as they 
arrived.

Community Honors Long-time Resident 

‘Mr. A’Celebrates 
90th Birthday 


Ollie Arnold celebrated his 
90th birthday at Arnold’s 
Hardware Monday when 
friends from Sierra Madre 
and surrounding communities 
stopped in for a piece of cake 
and glass of punch—and lots 
of memories. 

And “Mr. A,” as he’s 
known to employees and 
other friends, is long on me¬ 
mories these days. 

His motto? “It’s just as 
easy to be nice as it is to be 
a heel.” 

The business just passed its 
33rd year in the community 
since the Arnolds actually ar¬ 
rived here July 19, 1948 when 
they bought the Lloyd Welch 
store on N. Baldwin. After 
eight years they bought the 
old two-story frame house 


which sat on the present loca¬ 
tion of Arnold’s Hardware. 
He remembers he paid a Pasa¬ 
dena man SKXX) to raze the 
building and level it within 10 
days. 

The store went from two 
employees to the present 20 
and comparisons are “as dif¬ 
ferent as night and day,” he 
says. 

Nails used to sell for 5 
cents a pound. Now they are 
75 cents a pound. Paint used 
to sell for $3.25 a gallon and 
now it’s $20 a gallon. 

Born a Tennessee boy he 
and his family moved to Cali¬ 
fornia in 1909. Arnold gradu¬ 
ated from Riverside High in 
1911. He traveled to Arizona 
when he was 21 and “bet 
the government I could go 


for seven months without 
starving to death on the 160 
acres of homesteaded land, 
and I won.” He’s glad he 
has the land now since 
he has that land now since 
he understands there’s the 
“richest body of oil around 
and the silver and gold to 
boot will pay for the mining.” 

He bought half interest in 
a grocery store in El Segundo 
and when the Depression hit 
he bought out his partner. 
Then he opened a second store 
and terms himself “fortu¬ 
nate” not to have lost more 
than $12,(XX) in bad accounts 
the first year. Because of the 
country’s financial condi¬ 
tion, people just couldn’t pay 
for their groceries.

Old City Hall On 
Council Agenda 


A light agenda is antici¬ 
pated for next Tuesday night’s 
meetings of the Sierra Madre 
city council and the city’s 
Community Redevelopment 
Agency. 

The two bodies are expect¬ 
ed to take little action on any 
controversial issue since only 
three ^f the five members 
(Elaine Rudolph, Carlyle 
Griffin and Tom Edwards) 
are scheduled to attend those 
meetings. At last report, 
members Charles Corp and 
Clem Barolai would both be 
unavailable for both meetings. 

Those five comprise all of 
the members of the CRA 
which meets at 7:15 and the 
council which is scheduled to 
begin at 7:30. 

The CRA is expected to 
discuss possible uses of and 
disposition of the old city 
hall. It recently came back 
on the market when the CRA 
terminated the exclusive de¬ 
velopment agreement award¬ 
ed to the Bergen Corporation 
last fall. This termination 
was triggered by the would- 


be buyer’s failure to com¬ 
plete its part of the agree¬ 
ment. 

The city’s 1981-82 budget 
is still under consideration by 
the council and may come up 
for approval at the August 11 
meeting. 

Another agenda item is 
scheduled to be City Admin¬ 
istrator James McRea’s re¬ 
port on a suggested descrip¬ 
tion of duties and responsi¬ 
bilities for a permanent com¬ 
munications commission 
should the council decide to 
create such a body. 

New fees for C-V Disposal, 
the entity that handles the 
trash collection in Sierra 
Madre, was discussed at the 
council's July 28 meeting. 
This discussion was carried 
over until the August 25 
meeting. 

At next Tuesday night’s

Our ‘weed lot’ entry 


Sierra Madre for many, many years has 
diligently followed a course of proper weed 
abatement In an effort to suppress fire spread. 
Each year the Fire Prevention Bureau surveys 
the city In an effort to locate those lots that 
need the weeds and debris removed. Owners 
are sought our and notified of the condition of 
their property and a reasonabel length of 
time Is given for the owner to clean off the 
lot and make It “fire safe.” 

This procedure Is a very necessary step, 
and one that Is followed by nearly every city In 
the area In some degree. Cities like ours, that 
lie within a prime brush area usually enforce 
It quite vigorously, of necessity and the resi¬ 
dents know and understand the reasoning and 
compliance Is usually done voluntarily by the 
owner, without the necessity of the city crew 
doing the work and the property owner being 
billed for the work. 

The city council has usually been diligent 
In seeing that the city comply with Its own ordl-- 
nance and has Its property cleaned and mowed 
to set an example for the rest of the town. 

One glaring exception has been promi¬ 
nent for the past couple of years and Its neglect 
can no longer be overlooked. 

Persons entering Sierra Madre from the west 
by way of Sierra Madre and MIchillInda are 
welcomed Into town by a hand-crafted sign, 
(or were until recently when it was removed by 
a truck) in the middle of a weed covered center 
median that does little for the city’s Image, 
for several years the median sported some 
nice ground cover, some low bushes and was 
fairly well maintained. There was talk of 
placing a tile mural on the large rock that 
gives character to the installation but this went 
by the wayside. Neglect has now taken over 
and other than junk removal, little attention is 
given to the area. It has become a monument 
to oversight. 

We realize the divider has been a target 
of many “misguided vehicles” as was the case 
last week, but surely the owners of these 
'Vehicles are Insured and the Insurance com¬ 
panies must know the city Is entitled to re¬ 
imbursement for damage done to the land¬ 
scaping, so loss to the city should be minimal. 

But to almost completely neglect the two 
dividers is beyond comprehension. This Is the 
first sight you see coming Into the city from 
the west and the last sight you see going west. 

A poor Introduction and a worst memory. 
Maybe our Beautification Committee could 
take a look and come up with suggestions, but 
action Is long overdue.

WHAT IS 
DRYCLEANING?

When your garments are 

drycleaned, the term does | 

not mean that your clothes f j , 

are cleaned “dry.” Dry- 

cleaned items are actually 

immersed in a liquid solvent JR 

for eight to fifteen minutes. The “dry” in “dryclean” 

comes from the fact that the solvent used contains 

little, if any, water. 

Pantorium Cleaners recommends that when you 
take your garments to a professional drycleaner, there 
are many steps involved aside from the actual clean¬ 
ing process. 

Upon arrival, your clothes are inspected for such 
things as fabric, fiber, weave, dye, and stains. Pre¬ 
spotting then occurs when chemical treatment is 
necessary to remove a stain. Belts and buttons that 
could be lost or damaged in the cleaning process 
are removed, and, just before the cleaning process, 
your garments are classified as to color, fiber, etc. 

After they have been cleaned, your clothes are 
again spotted, if necessary, to remove any left-over 
stains. They are then finished or pressed to restore 
their original appearance. The garments are then in¬ 
spected and any needed minor repairs are made. If 
any belts or buttons are removed from your clothing, 
they will be replaced at this time.

For the first time, the roll 
includes a single property 
valued at over $1 billion.
